At a meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion on Thursday evening, it was determined 
not to fill any vacancies occurring among teach- 
ers till January. 


The following resolutions were pasged: 
By Mayor Hammock— 

In view of the probable decrease in number 
of pupils in the schools during the next three 
months, it may not be necessary to keep the 
full corps ot teachers; therefore, 

Resolved, That upon consuitation, the com- 
mittee on teachers may wake such’ disposition 
of teachers as may be considered best, and they 
may allow the temporary withdrawal of teach- 
ers who may prefer todo so, allowing them to 
return to their pcsitious in January next.

Fach teacher shall collect the tuition from his 
or her own pupils, keeping a list of the same, 
and shail promptly turn over the amount with 
a list of the names to the principal of his or her 
school.
